an old hunter, and .Tack Stillvrell, a 
boy of nineteen. 
When night came 


the two scouts started. 
Taking off 


their boots, they walked backward 
down the dry river bed in tneir stock- 
ing feet to deceive any Indians who 
might come upon their trail. 


When morning cau>«? they hid In a 


dry ravine within sight and sound i»f 
an Indian camp. They had nothing to 
eat or drink, and the sun beat upon 
them fiercely al! day long. On the morn- 
ing of the fourth day they found them- 
selves on the opea-plain with no cover 
In sight. 


Suddenly they carne upon the skele- 


ton of a buffalo surrounded b^v a rank 
growth of green grass. 
Into this 


scanty refuge Trudeau and Stillwell 
hastily crept. 
They were not a min- 


ute too soon. 
A large party of In- 


dians appeared and halted within a 
hundred yards of their hiding place. 
The scouts -were hugging the ground 
when Trudeau heard a hiss In thS 
prass in front of him, and a second 
later a big rattlesnake crawled slug- 
gishly out and coiled within * foot 
of the scout's head. 


Stillwell 
was

and just before the snake sounded 
his deadly rattle, the young scout 
leaned forward and shot the spray 
of tobacco juice squarely Into the 
open jaws and eyes of the reptile.
